MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 20, 1863. . 


editors Oastetle .—We struck tents at 


Moscow on the morning of the 19th inst., 
and pitched them again on our present 
camping ground on the llth. The march 
in many respects was the hardest we have 
ever experienced. AH of the 10th was 
"marched in.torrents'of rain, and the roads 
being rendered almost impassable, our 
wagons were unable to come op with us by 
nightfall, so that we were obliged to bivouac 
without tent or blanket. Many straggled 
from exhaustion, so that when the regiment 
halted we had not more than one hundred 
men to stack arms, while every train that 
passed for Memphis received large addi- 
tions to its load. What the "inevitable ne- 
cessity" was for marching men through 
such a storm is one of the mysteries: that 
baffle a soldier on every hand.

We are pleasantly located two miles east 


of Memphis, though we find good water to

The opinion quotes 
the case of Martin Koszta. He was not 
even a voter, lie was only a domiciled 
citizen of the state of New York.

Marcy held him to be a citizen sufficient to 
be entitled to the protection of the govern- 
ment, and declared that he was liable to 
have his services required for the defense 
of the country.

lows : 
" The constitutions of several other states 


have extended to these persona rights ol 
citizenship, similar to those given by this 
state. They have enjoyed tbe privileges 
and protection of citizens ; they have filled 
the offices, taken part iu tha enactmeut^of 
state laws, and had an equal voice with 
others in tha election of the officers and

On the plea that those papers should 
be sent home to enlighten their constitu- 
ents, the members usually vote themselves 
about $2500 more in stamps for pre-paying 
postage. 


Sending papers home, however, is not 


necessary, as the people are generally post- 
ed by the newspaper they take themselves. 
This is conceded by many of the members, 
•who, instead of enlightening their constit- 
uents in this way. furnish literary matter to 
their own families, in the shape of maga- 
zines, New York Ledgers, &c., with their 
twenty dollar appropriations. This small 
fraud has even been carried so far as to 
make out a sham order for papers, get it 
receipted, and then take the amount in sta- 
tionery and books. This, however, we are 
•willing to say, was never practiced, so far 
as we know, by any member from this 
county. 


Fiv» thousand dollars a year might be 


saved to the state by repealing the law 
making this appropriation for newspapers 
and postage, and we had hoped this legis- 
lature would repeal this useless appropria- 
tion of tbe people's money in these times 
ot' bigh taxes.

The third case, J. C. Chandler vs. W. H.

It seta forth that al- 


though it ia true tbat laws of this state 
are of no force outaida tho slate, yet it is 
no leas true that the legislature may author- 
ize acts to be done outside the limits of the 
state, and declare what effect they shall 
have within its limits. We have laws pro- 
viding for the transfer of real estate lying 
within the state by persons in other states. 
If we can authorize persons outside the 
state to declare their will in regard to prop- 
erty within it, we can authorize citizens 
outside the state at the time of elections to 
declare their will in regard to the disposi- 
tion of offices in the state. 


Judge Paine quoted numerous authori- 


ties to show that a state may prescribe 
punishments for offences committed by its 
citizens outside its limits, in answer to the 
objection that this law affixes penallins for 
illegal voting. Section 5 of article 13 of 
the constitution respecting residents on In 
dian lands, and declaring they may vote at 
the nearest polls, " provided no person shall 
vote for county officers out of the county in 
which he resides," obviously meant not to 
prohibit the voter from casting hia ballot 
outside of his county but to prohibit him 
from voting for county officers of a county 
in which he did not reside. The opinion 
concludes : 


'• I must therefore hold thin Jaw to be 


valid. I have examined only as to the 
pow- 


er of the legislature to pass it. If tho pow- 
er exists, the policy and expediency of it 
are for the legislature and not for the courts 
to determine. Upon this question, what- 
ever arguments may be urged against the 
passage of such a law, there are, also, very 
strong considerations in its favor, as adapt- 
ed to the'present extraordinary condition 
of affairs, when more than 40,000 of the 
citizens of this state have left it in the ser- 
vice of their country. But whatever else 
may be said upon the subject, this at least 
is true, that history has famished no better 
example, illustrating ths capacity of the 
people for self-government than tout fur- 
nished under this law of the citizen soldiers, 
pausing amid tho horrors of war, to dis- 
charge their duties p-3 tho primary legisla- 
tors of the republic, and to guard, by an 
intelligent use of their ballots, to be for- 
warded to their homes, tho welfare of that 
country and those principles of civil liberty, 
for which they were ready at any moment 
to lay down thtir lives upon the iiild of 
battle."
